The Chances in Taxation. 


JIFORTAST CHANGES IN THE REVENUE 


LAWS TO TAKE EFFECT OCTOBER 1— 
TABLE OF TAXES ON GROSS RECEIPTS, 


[N. Y. Tribune ] 


On, the first day of October many of the 


noafc important provisions of the new In- 
ernal Revenue law Trill go into effect. 
The changes effected by tho law are all re- 
Luetions, tmd will afford conaiderable re- 
ief to many classes. The taxes which 
will not expire till May, 1S71, are those on 


lies, carriages, watches, billiard tables, 


u old and silver plate, the special tax on 
xmts, barges, and flats, the tax on legacies 
md successions, and on gross receipts. A 
ew stamp taxes are also abolished. After 
October 1, it will not be necessary to stamp 
receipts which aro now subject to a stamp 
,ax of two cents each when the amount 
receipted for exceeds £20. Promissory 
notes for a less sum than £100 will also be 
exempt, as will the transfer and or assign- 
ment of a. mortgage where it or the instru- 
ment it secures has been once duly 
stamped; canned and preserved fish, 
meat;*, shell-fish, fruits, &c. The public 


•ill observe, however, that the new law 


docs not in any way change tho stamp tax 
on checks; the two cent stamp must in 
all eases be placed on e^ch check or sight 
draft. Notes must still be stamped the 
pame as heretofore, with the eingle^excep- 
;ion above noted of notes of less sum than 
§100. This change was made because the 
revenue derived from such small notes 
was inconsiderable, and because ,it was of- 
;en a matter of much inconvenience to 
tomply with the law. 
Farmers and 


others, who in their small transaction 
were compelled to give small notes, often 
neglected to stamp them, either through 
gnorance or through the great inconveni- 
ence of obtaining stamps. 


Thejibatement of tho two-cent stamp 


tax on receipts will prove a very acceptable 
one. 
It was always a vexatious tax. and 


one that in a year amounted to a consider- 
able sum with the largo dealers of this 
and other cities. It was a tax, too, that 
was frequently not paid by tho perbon 
who should pay it, the signer of the re- 
ceipt. Receipts wero often given, which 
;o be of binding effect, had'to be stamped 
jy the person receiving it. It was often 
overlooked, too, by people who acknowl- 
edged the receipt of money by writing a 
etter. Such letters, to become valid re- 
ceipts, should always have been stumped. 


The most important taxes abolished 


:hose on sales and on gross re CPI_ 
Brokers' sales, except sales the Uix on 
which is paid by stamps, will now bo ex- 
empt. Tho tnxea on salea of leaf tobacco, 
manufactured tobacco, snuff, cigars, for- 
eign and domestic distilled spirits and 
wines, are not included in the repeal, but 
must still be paid as heretefore. 


An erroneous impression has prevailed 


;hat bankers and brokers will no longer 
je required to affix stamps to the memo- 
randa of sales of gold, stocks, bonds, etc., 
which by the old law they aro required to 
iirnish on making each sale. The new 
aw in no way affects this tax, as it espe- 
cially exempts from the operation of the 
repealing clause all sales the tax on whicli 
'is paid by stamps." The tax on the 
sales of ale, porter,beer, etc, is paid by 
al&riug stamps to each cask. These taxes 
are, therefore, continued. 
Auctioneers, 


produce-brokers, manufacturers, etc., are, 
iowever, all exempted from further tax 
on sales.
